It is understood 
that the two genators had a good talk in 
reference to the vice presidential nomina- 
tion on the train and there was much 
speculation as to the conclusion reached 
by each. Mr. Hanna, however, sald Mr. 
Allison did not want the nomination and 
that President McKinley and himself had 
not decided whom they would favor. 

Senator Hanna was met at the station 
by Clement A. Griscom, president of the 
Internationa] Navigation Company, and 
they lunched together. 

When the senator reached national 
headquarters at the Walton he was in- 
stantly surrounded by senators, con- 
gressmen, delegates and reporters. After 
the storm of greetings had subsided Mr. 
Hanna held a short conference with 
Committeemen Payne:‘and Manley and 
Secretary Dick and then retired to the 
room of a friend. Accompanied by Mr. 
Griscom, Senator Hanna left the hotel] at 
4 o’clock for Haverford, a suburb of this 
city, where he spent the night at Mr. 
Griscom’s home. 

The entire afternoon session was de- 
voted to hearing recital of testimony and 
to arguments in the contest from Ala- 
bama. There were seven contests from 
that state, including those over the repre- 
sentation from the state at large, and 
those from the second, third, fourth, fifth, 
seventh and ninth districts. Half an 
hour on each side was given to the con- 
testants on the state delegation and fif- 
teen minutes to each side in the district 
cases.

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PLATFORM OF 96 STANDS 
FOREVER, SAYS BRYAN 


Chicago, June 13.—Willlam J. Bryan 
was in Chicago today and the center of 
much political discussion, all of it bearing 
on what may be done at the democratic 
national convention next month. 

Mr. Bryan saw scores of people during 
the day. He talked ‘“‘business’’ with Sen- 
ator Jones, chairman of the national com- 
mittee; J. G. Johnson, head of the execu- 
tive committee; Charles A. Walsh, secre- 
tary of the national committee; D. J. 
Campau, national committeeman, of Mich- 
igan. 

The platform fo be adopted at Kansas 
City and the vice presidential question, 
especially the Towne-popullst nomination 
end of it, were considered at some length, 
On the question of platform the trend of 
discussion forecasted to some extent the 
the differences of opinion which may arise 
at Kansas City even among loyal Bryan 
men. 

The question {ts whether the money 
plank shall be handled by reaffirmation 
of the Chicago platform in a lump or 
whether some planks of the 189 platform, 
and especially the money plank, should 


be rewritten. Mr. Bryan favors rewriting 
much of the 1896 platform this year. 

Senator Jones, according to credible 
advices, advocates reaffirmation of the 
Chicago platform as a whole and then a 
quick transition to the newer issues of 
imperialism and trusts. 

“T gay, as I have before so many 
times,” Mr Bryan said, when asked 
what he thought of the platform and is- 
sues this year would be, “that I think the 
three big questions before ug are money, 
trusts and imperialism. The money ques- 
tion. of course, includes the question of 
silver and of paper money; the question 
of imperialism includes militarism, and 
the policy of which our national adminis. 
tration’s work in the Philippines and at- 
titude on the Boer question.are samples. 

“T believe the principles adopted in the 
platform of 1896 were adopted as a part 
of the party creed’ never to be departed 
from. I do not think they should be or 
can be departed from this year. That 
platform must, however, be added to as 
new issues arise. As I do not expect to be 
a delegate to the national convention. I 
cannot presume to discuss the form in 
which these principles shall be stated in 


the platform to be adopted there. I can- 
not undertake to say what will be the 
paramount issue, No man can. One 
thinks one question is the biggest and 
another man thinks another Is. 

‘‘What do I think should be done In the 
Philippines? I think this country should 
tell those people that we are there only 
for the purpose of establishing a stable 
government and that when we have done 
so, we should turn the islunds over to the 
people there and protect them against 
foreign aggression, as we have protected 
the South American republics. 

“The conditions aheag and the plan of 
campaign? Why conditions are much 
more favorable than they were at this 
time in 1896. The republican party is on 
the defensive. It will talk prosperity of 
course, but we'll be willing to take the 
votes of all the people who have not had 
their share of prosperity and leave them 
the vote of the people who have had their 
share. 

“T cannot say our plan of campaign will 
be to carry every state in the union. Can- 
not carry all of them? [ would not speak 
so harshly of the people of any State to 
say that the people intended to support 
the republican party.”

senate. Roland Ellis and Representative 
Mitchell were both among the most pop- 


ular of the political figur

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testified:on both sides of the case, giving 
absolutely contradictory testimony. 

The principal developments of the 
day consisted in bringing out the fact 
that the federal office holders in 
Alabama, and some of those from the 
state who are employed in Washing- 
ton, had been extremely active in 
shaping the contests for delegates. 

In the state contest there were two fac- 
tions, one of which was known 4s the 
Vaughan faction, renresenting District 
Attorney Vaughan, and the other headed 
by District Attorney Wickereham. 
The technical grounds of the contest had 
reference to the regularity and irregu- 
larity of the two delegations Mr. 
Vaughan !s now chairman of the state 
central committee, and notwithstanding 
he has held the position for the past two 
terms, is a candidate for re-election. The 
controversy grew out of his renewed @3- 
spirations. He appeared before the com- 
mittee in support of his delegation, ‘as 
Mr. Wickcrsham did in the interest of his 
followers, each demanding recognition of 
his own faction and denouncing the oppo- 
sition. \ 

It developed dvring the bearing of the 
state contests that federal officeholders 
had been very active in the campaign on 
bcth sides, end the hearing upon the dis- 
trict cases served to accentuate this fact- 


It was brought out that previous to 
the beginning of the campaign for the 
election of delegates, a number of the 
ofizeholders met in Washington and 
resolved that ‘“‘as it was the wish of 
the president of the United States that 
no feredal officeholders should partici- 
pate in the selection of delegates they 
would refrain from taking any part in 
either the primaries or in the state 
ccnvention.”’ 


The further fact was developed 
that, notwithstanding this action on 
their part, most of the participants 
in this meeting hurried to their 
homes and immediately started cam- 
paigns in behalf of their favorites 
with a view of controlling the state 
delegation, and thus, it was argued, 
directing the disposition of patronage 
under the next administration in 
case of republican success. It was 
found that office holders had also 
been prompt on the other side of the 
contest. 


So palpable did it become that the fed- 
eral patronage was the principle object 
in view that the committee was not long 
in reaching a decision to practically ex- 
clude all the contesting delegates from the 
temporary organization of the convention 
except those from the ninth district. 

In fact the contestants had hardly left 
the room when Committeeman Joseph 
Manley, of Maino, offered the following 
resolution as the sense of the committee; 


“Resolved, That the committee declines 
to place on the temporary roll any con- 
testing delegates or alternates from Ala- 
bama except in the case of the ninth dis- 
trict, and in that district that A. D. Wimbs 
and J. W. Hughes and their alternates 
be placed on the temporary roll.”’ 


This resolution was speedily adopted, 
and it was hardly disposed of when Com - 


mitteeman Payne, who had been acting as 
temporary chairman, introduced the fol- 


lowing resolttion: 

‘Resolved, That this ,committee re- 
quests the president of the United 
States to direct the proper officers to 
cause an investigation into the facts 
and doings of certain federal office- 
holders in Alabama in connection with 
the election of delegates to the primary 
conventions and to the state and dis- 
trict conventions held in said state to 
elect delegates to the national conven- 
tion in Philadelnvhia. and ff the facts 
are as stated in the hearing held before 
scald committee regerding the contest 
in said districts and state be true, this 
committee asks. not in the interest of 
the republican party, but of the coun- 
try, that such action shall be taken as 
the enod of the public interest re- 
quires.”’ 

Mr. Payne sald that he introduced this 
resolution because of the evident perni- 
cious activity of the office holders in the 
campaign, and he believed it would be a 
very serious mistake for the committee to 
fail to ask that official recognition be 
taken of this infraction of the laws of the 
country. The committee had, however, 
agreed to take a recess after the disposal 
of the Alabama cases, and some of the 

embers insisted that, as it was then 
half-past 7 o'clock, this decision should 
be adhered to. Accordingly the comm!'t- 
tee dissolved for the time, Mr. Payne re- 
questing that action be postponed until 


tomorrow. 


The resolution was the subject of much» 


discussion among other contesting dele- 
gations present, and District Attorney 


Atwell, of Dallas, Tex., sought out the 
Associated Press to ask that a statement 
be made in behalf of his state that the 
question of federal patronage had not 
entered into the cofitest there. 

The evening session of the committee 
was devoted to the Delaware contest. 
Walter H. Hayes contended that the 
union republican party was in reality the 
regular organization, a slight change of 
name being compelled because of the re- 
fusal of the state authorities to recognize 
them. 

Levi C. Bird claimed the votes of recent 
years showed a constant decline of the 
Addicks following. He also presente ar- 
guments to show that his delegation was 
the regular and continuous republican 
organization, and asserted that Addicks 
had twice prevented the election of a re- 
publican senator from Delaware. Colonel 
Bird charged Addicks with persistent ef- 
forst to corrupt the ballot and with col- 
lusion with the democrats. 

Members of the committee made an 
effort to get the two delegation to com- 
promise their differences. The Addicks 
followers were willing, but the regulars 
replied that they had no authority from 
their party organization to make any con- 
cessions. 

When the hearing was concluded the 
committee went into executive session 
for the consideration of the case. - 

The commitee continued its session un- 
tli 12:15 a. m., when a decision was reach- 
ed to refer the Delaware controversy to 
a committee with instructions to har- 
monize the differences of the two parties 
if possible. The committee consists of 
Payne of Wisconsis, Cummings of Iowa, 
Saunders of Colorado, and Leland of 
Kansas. 

The commitee adjourned until 11 o’clock 
tomorrow.

THE CHINESE FORTIFY 
OUTSIDE OF PEKIN 


London, June 14—4:20 a. m.—The Chinese 
are entrenching outside of Pekin to op- 
pose the advance of the international 
column. A dispatch from Tien Tsin dated 
Tuesday, June 12th, says: 

“I learn that the Chinese have guns 
trained on the American mission and the 
British legations. Two thousand Russian 
cavalry and infantry, with artillery, have 
landed at Taku.”’ 

The Shanghai correspondent report that 
United States Minister Conger, by 
courier, asks for 2,000 United States 
troops. 

The question of provisioning the relief 
force is already difficult.and it is pre- 
dicted at Shanghai that it wtll become 
acute. 

The leading members of the reform 
party, representing fifteen out of eighteen 
provinces, are at Shanghai. A dispatch to 
The Dally Mail, dated yesterday, says 
they are sending a petition to the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan praying 


those powers to take joint action against 
any attempt on the part of the other pow- 
ers to partition the empire, and they im- 
plore the powers thus addressed to rescue 
the emperor. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says 
that the ships of the Russian Pacific 
squadron on the active list, as well as 
those at Vliadivostock, have been ordered 
to proceed, with all haste, to Chinese 
waters, 

The foreign office confirms the report 
of an engagement between troops of the 
international column and the boxers on 
Monday. It says that ‘‘about thirty-five 
Chinese were killed.”’ 

Pekin appears fo be completely isolated. 
None of the morning papers or news 
agencies has a word from there direct 
today. The latest message received in 
London is the one announcing that the 
Chinese are entrenching outside the capi- 
tal.

Bankers Will Ald In Advancing Price

STRONG §=SPEECHES ARE MADE 


Interesting Paper Read by Joseph’T. 
Orme, of Atlanta—Many Bank- 
ers in Attendance—Were 
Banqueted Last 
Night.

Sweetwater Park Hotel, Lithia Springs, 
Ga., June 13.—(Special.)}—A more bindinz 
unfon between the bankers and farmers 
of Georgia, a fuller realization that these 
two great interests are allied by the cot- 
ton crop of the state and a determination 
on the part of the bankers to exert every 
effort in advancing the price of the staple 
formed the feature of the first day's ses- 
sion of the Georgia Bankers’ Association. 

Roth from addresses and reports dur- 
ing the session and from the remarks of 
the bankers as they talk in group in the 
rotunda of the Sweetwater Park hotel, 
it is manifest that the banks of Georgta 
will, during the coming fall, make a 
concerted effort with the cotton growers 
to demand of the manufacturers and 
brokers & cents or more for the product 


of this state. 

Curiously enough the bankers apparent- 
lv do not feel kindly toward the cotton 
speculators—speaking entirely in a com- 
mercial sense. of course. From their re- 
marks today it would appear that they 
regard the speculator as one of the prime 
causes of the decrease in the price of cot- 
ton—or to be entirely correct, they be- 
lieve that the speculator, taking advan- 
tage of the erowers’ need, buy his cotton 
at a low figure, which enables them to 
make a fair profit by selling at a small 
advance. This thev do, say the bankers, 
rather than hold the cotton at their own 


risk, 

There was a general discussion upon 
this subject during the session of the 
convention this morning. That will come 
tomorrow. and certain it is that the bank- 
ers will talk exactly as is outlined. 

Mr. Jordan Speaks. 

The president of the Southern Cotton 
Growers’ Association, Harvie Jordan, of 
Monticello. addressed the convention this 
morning. He, with Byron Bower, oe 
of Bainbridge, comprised a committee 
from his organization to present the case 
of the farmers of the state to the bank- 
ers. President Jordan was greeted with 
a round of applause as he arose from his 
seat. He is a young man and has that 
indescribable air of the prosperous farm- 
er about him. He said in part: 

It ix very gratifying tc me to hear the gen- 
eral trend of thought and discusion being pre- 
sented to the Bankers’ Association which will 
have a tendency in future to urite the farmers 
and bankers of Georgia. I think one of the 
most important things to impress, upon our 
people is that the bankers of Georgia are their 
test friends. and to put themselves in closer 
touch with them, and to have the most of their 
business relations with the local bankers. 

The farmers @hould look upon the bankers 
as their best friends, and I am confident that 
recent occurrences in this state—I refer to the 
action of ths bankers when the cotton arop 
was last year being marketed—have done con- 
siderable in convincing our people that the 
bankers are their friends. 

We waut this convention to adopt euch reso- 
lutions as will show these things to the farm- 
ers more plainly than any address you could 
give them. We desire the resolutions for the 
effect they will have on cur people. When they 
realize that they have the indorsement of the 
bankers our association will be strengthened. 

The executive council of the convention 
will draft the resolutions tomorrow morn.

Convention Is Opened. 


The ninth annuzl convention began 
shortly after 10 o’clock in the ballroom of 
Sweetwater Park hotel, the first vice pres- 
ident, P. E. May, of the National icx- 
change bank, of Augusta, presiding, 

Announcement was made by him that 
the association's president, J. G, Rhea, 
ceshier of the City National Bank of 
Griffin, was detained at his home because 
of ilmess in his famly. 

About seventy-five bankers from all por- 
tions of the state hid seats in the con- 
vention hail when Vice President May 
rapped for order and declared the meeting 
open for business, 

Rev. Richard Orme Flinn, pastor of the 
North Avenue Presbyterian church of At- 
lanta, offered the invocation. He called 
upon the Creator to be a silent partner 
in bankirg institutions of Georgia, so 
that the bankers, being honest with men, 
may also be honest with God. He of- 
fered a special prayer for President Rhea, 
and for the speedy recovery of the mem- 
ber of his family. 

Because of the absence of President 
Ikhea it became necessary fof the secre- 
tary of the association, L. P, Hillyer, 
eashier of the American National Bank 
of Macon, to read the annual message of 
the executive officer. 

President Rhea in his message dealt 
with several topics of national interest, 
but devoted considerable time to express- 
ing his views of the war stamp act. 

In dealing with this question, he said: 

We do hope that the Georgia bankers will 
enter a firm and emphatic yrotest against the 
continuance of this obnoxious law. Public of- 
ficers are exempt, but the banker and his clien- 
tage must pay. Why this unequal burden? It 
is a menace to progress and a clog on the 
wheels of trade. Why should this law be re- 
tained? Is it to keep an army of collectors in 
the field, piling up a dangerous surplus in the 
treasury, sucking the life blood from the poor, 
exempting the rich.

President Rhea also had something to 
say about the part the Georg!a bankers 
played in securing 8 cents for cotton dur. 
ing the past season. He declared that the 
bankers were always willing to help the 
farmers He said: . 

The bankers stood firmly by the 
farmers until a crop of 1,C00,000 bales of cot- 
ton planted on a basis of § cents per pound, 
was sold in the markets for an average of 8 


cents, realizing a projt to the Georgia farmer, 


of $15,000,000 as compared with the crop of 
1698, and the bankers of Georgia were a very 
large factor in bringing about this result, for it 
may be stated as a fact that the Georgia bank- 
ers, unaided by outside assistance, did carry 
the crop from September, 1899, until it reach- 
ed the 8-cent limit, and a large portion of It 
sold ever, as high as 9 and 9% cents. Thus 
we have shown to the farmers of the etate that 
we are their friends, and are willing to help 
them when they srow an hunest disposition tuo 
help themeelves. 


Executive Council’s Report. 


F. T. Hardwick, of C. lL Hardwick & 
Co., of Dalton, chairman of the executive 
council, read the report of that body, 
which was adopted by it this morning 
prior to the convening of the association, 
The most important matter with which 
the report dealt was concerning the pros. 
ecution of criminals who defraud the 
bankers, but who sometimes escape be- 
cause of local influences. The executive 
council proposes that the Georgla Bank- 
ers’ Association take hold of these mat- 
ters and prosecute the offenders. 

In this connection the committee re- 
ported as follows: 

We beg to suggest that a protective com- 
mittee of three to work with, or independent 
of, any present officers as may be decided by 
the association, the terms of whose. tenure 
shall be ons, two and three years, when first 
formed, and afterwards one member each year; 
whose duty it shall be to take charge of cases 
of burglary, forgery or fraud perpetrated 
against any member of this association and to 
prosecute the offender regardless of local con- 
ditions. 

This report made a decidely favorable 
fmpression on the members of the asso- 
ciation and it is by no means improbable 
that some action will be taken during the 
present convention to adopt the sugges- 
tion of the council. 

One of the speak@rs before the associa- 
tion today was Hoke Smith.,. of Atlanta, 
who was not assigned to any particular 
topic. 


Mr. Orme’s Able Paper. 


One of the ablest papers to which the 
bar.kers have listened for some time was 
prepared and read by Joseph T. Orme, 
cashier of the Lowry National bank, of 
Atlanta. Mr. Orme’s paper was on ‘“‘The 
Entrance of State Banks Into the Na- 
tional Banking System.”’ It told of the 
advantages to be gained by the banks in 
making the change, although Mr. Orme 
did not even hint that the banking laws 
of Georgia were not good. 

Mr. Orme spoke as follows: 

Epecial inducements for the entry of state 
banks jnto the national system are held out 
by the recent notifications of .the national 
banking law. These inducements relate to the 
size of the banks and the profits on circula- 
tion. I do not need tS remind you that it has 
become possible for the first time for a bank to 
er.ter the national system with a capital of less 
than $50,000, and even as low as $25,000. 
That this has had a powerful influence in 
bringing state banks into the national system 
shows in the fact that out of 938 letters re- 
ceived by the comptroller of the currency in 
regard to the creation of new national banks 
from March [4th to May 3lst, 1900, 339 cnme 
from existing state and private banks hav. 
ing capitals of less than $50,000. There were 
476 applications for naticnal banking charters 
for small banks, where the organizations were 
new. Georgia appears with eight state banks 
seeking conversion {nto national banks, and 
four applications from new o/zanizations. I 
speak now only of the banks with a capital of 
less tran $50,000.

applied for conversion into national banks, to 
say nothing of such applications from five 
larger state banks. None of the small banks 
of Virginia have yet applied for conversion into 
national banks. 

Notwithstanding the benefits of the national 
banking system, I belleve that these benefits 
will be found to be somewhat exaggerated 
when the operation of the small national banks 
is put to the test It is obvious that if a bank 
with a capital of $25,000 has nothing but its 
capital upon which to do business, it can earn, 
at 6 per cent, only $1!,500—hardly enough to 
pay the expenses of a single working official, 
let alone other necessary costs of management. 
The success of the small national banks must, 
therefore, rest like that of the state banks, 
upon the deposits which they attract, and this 
must depend upon the confidence which they 
inspire, While the prestige of the national 
system will undoubtedly count for much fn at- 
tracting depositors, I think it will prove less 
convincing in the case of these small banks 
than in the case of larger banks, even though 
the latter operate under state laws, when these 
laws command the confidence, which ts felt 
in the banking laws of Georgia and many of 
her sister states. The profit on note circulation 
at 1.2 per cent would not exceed $300 for a 
bank of $25,000 capital, and even this calcu- 
lation is based upon the somewhat violent 
assumption that the bank obtains 2 per cent 
bonds at par, obtains them to the full amount 
of ‘its capital, and ‘keeps every note in con- 
stant circulation at a profit from January to 
December. 

That the benefits of note circulation under 
the new law are already losing some of their 
attractiveness, when the figures of the profits 
are carefully scanned, is indicated by the fact 
that nearly all the new banks which have 
been organised within the last few months. 
have taken out nearer the minimum than the 
maximum circulation to which they are ent!- 
tled. Out of 119 new national banks au- 
thorized to begin business between March [4th 
and May 3lst, with an aggregate capital of 
$7,250,000, bonds were deposited to secure 
circulation to the amount of only $2,236,850. 
This is a trifle more than 30 per cent of the 
capital, and a like ratio of circulation for a 
bank with a capital of only $25,000 would 
reduce its profits from circulation to the paltry 
sum of $100. 

The new law ts seo conservative that {t does 
not deal an offensive Llow at the state and 
private banks, which prefer to continue opera- 
tions under their local charters, and which will 
en‘oy, in many cases, privileges in regerd to 
real estate loans and other classes of business, 
which cannot be enjoyed under thea national 
banking system. The state systems and the 
national systems will continue to work side by 
side, a alightly heavier weight having been 
ecst into the scale in favor of the national 
eysetem by its extension to small banks, but a 
fair field having been left for the state and 
private banks within their ~roper province 45 
providers of local credits, where the national 
erytem is too restrictive. But it will not be 
surprising if there is a gradual movement of 
the strictly commercial banks toward the 
guardianship of the national system, in order 
to gain the benefits of the uniformity of in- 
spection and wider reputation, which it affords 
throughout the union. 

Directly after the paper of Mr. Orme 
had been read it was greeted with loud 


applause. 

Colonel T. B. Neal, of Atlanta, moved 
that President Harvie Jordan, of the Cot- 
ton Growers’ Association of Georgia, and 
Byron Bower, Jr., who with him constl- 
tuted a committee toattend the bankers’ 
convention. be invited to the hall.

Discussion in the Legislature on the 
Franchise Amendment. 

Raleigh, N. C., June 13.—(Special.)— 
There was intense interest in the pro- | 
ceedings today in the lower house of the | 
legislature. It took up the new election 
law and passed it on the third reading. 

It was sent to the senate, which passed 
it in six minutés. 

A bill amending the franchise amend- 
ment to the constitution, which latter 
passed last spring, came up in the house 
this afternoon. It was introduced as a 
new bill 

The bill passed—S8 to 9. It was imme- 
diately sent to the senate and passed. 
It consolidates sections 4 and 5 of the 
act of last year and provides, in terms, 
that if any-part of the amendment be- 
comes inoperative then none of it shall 
be valid. It gives voters until May 13th 
each year instead of March to pay poil 
tax. The provision that poll taxes shall 
be a lien on assessed property is stricken 
out. It provides that the amendment 
must be ratified by a majority of the votes 
cast at the election next August.

Special Census Agent Caldwell has 
found it necessary to put a great many 
extra enumerators on in the uncompleted 
districts of Atlanta, and unless the full- 
est co-operation of the citizens is obtain- 
ed, he remarked to a Constitution re- 
porter yesterday, that it might be im- 
possible to have the work completed in 
the most satisfactory manner possible by 
midnight of Friday, when the census 
rolls must be closed, 

In some instances the enumerators are 
Dut half through with their districts, and 
in the second and sixth districts especial- 
lv the work is far behind. 
street even is not in satisfactory shape, 
and the enumerator working there had to 
report his inability to get anything like 
complete lists from the Aragon, Majestic 
and Ballard hotels, the Grand block and 
a number of family hotels along the 
fashionable thoroughfare. 

At many of the fine residences, too, the 
inmates have required the enumerator to 
make several trips in vain. The trouble, 
Captain Caldwell says, is that the right 
party can never be found in and no atten- 
tion is paid to the blanks left to be filled 
out. It is stirprising how indifferent the 
average person is to complying with the 
requirements of the government in taking 
the census, and if the parties who alone 
can give the information wanted cannot 
be found, and will not fill out their blank, 
it can be understood how impossible it is 
fof the enumerator to make complete re- 
turns. One of the best men on the force 
Was put on the Peachtree hotels yester- 
day, and he says he will camp on the 
trail all night before he will acknowledge 
failure. 

One who has had no experience of the 
kind has Kttle idea of the unseemly 
hours and discouragements that the cen- 
sus taker is compelled to experience, This 
applies to all quarters of the city and all 
classes of people. On Decatur street 
there are at least 300 negroes who have 
eluded, wilfully or otherwise, al) efforts 
to corral them. Most of these belong to 
alarge element having no visible 
means of support, and some are laborers 
who rise before day and return to their 
lodgings after dark. Scores of women on 
that street will give no information con- 
cerning the male occupants of their 
houses, professing their inability to do so. 

Beginning last night, Captain Caldwell 
adopted the system of working Decatur 
street between two suns, and he sent a 
deputy marsha] or two along with his 
enumerators. In cases where a recalci- 
trant or wilfully ignorant person {s met 
no time will be lost on him. The officer 
will simply arrest him and have him ar- 
raigned before a United States commis- 
sioner for contempt. If he is found guilty 
he wil] be required to pay a fine of $100, in 
default of which he will go to prison. 
From now on the coaxing process wil] be 
rénplaced by this more _ business-like 
method. 

Yesterday Captain Caldwell spent sev- 
eral hours in personally visiting recaici- 
trants to diplomatically corkscrew the 
answers out to them, but the time is too 
short for that now, and besides, he is not 
required to fil] the role of a diplomat or 
peacemaker. Beginning with this morn- 
ing the riot act will be read. 

The local census authorities ask that 
the people of Atlanta, who naturally have 
a pride in the city making a good popula- 
tion showing at the opening of tne new 
century, exert themselves to the utmost 
in assisting the enumerators. If a blank 
has been left you, fill it out, or if you 
prefer to answer the questions orally, put 
yourself in communication with the cen- 
Sus Office in room 2, on the second floor 
of the postoffice, and let the census taker 
know where you are “at.’’

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
The Use of American Fertilizers. 


Ecitor Constitition—There is net @ subject 
which relates to agriculture that possesses for 
the general public a deeper interest than that 
of commercial fertilizers. This is true, pri- 
marily, because 75 per cent of our entire pop- 
ulation are in charge or directly identified 
with, the supreme industry of this country. 
This is true, further, because whatever con- 
tributes to the success and welfare of the 
farming communities of a state or nation car- 
ries prosperity to the 25 rer cent of the poptu- 
lation who are ‘merchants, ,mechanics. or pro- 
fersional men. 

Occasionally we hear a demand through the 
press that farmers should restrict the use of 
commercial fertilizers; do as the fathers did— 
depend on barnyard manure. This has all 
along impressed me as unwise advice. The 
history of agriculture south shows that the 
planters of ante-bellum days owned and oper- 
ated broad acres. Year after year they turned 
from worn-out fields to new ground. Some 
idea of this expansion as to farms can be 
gathered from the statement that, during the 
decade 1850-60, new ground was brought into 
cultivation in Georgia at the rate of 170,000 
acres a year. So much for that view of the 
case. What ts really needed is to induce @ 
more liberal use of fertilizers on a restricted 
acreage. 

Column after column of The Constitution 
might be used in adducing evidence in sup- 
port of the proposition that commercial fer- 
tilizers have proved of immense benefit to ag- 
riculture at the south, but as I am generaliz- 
ing I shall content myself with 4 mere state- 
ment of fact.’ For example, it was by the 
use of commercial fertilizers that the north- 
eri boundary of the cotton belt in this state 
was extended fifty miles, and the use of this 
class of fertilizers enables farmers in Walker 
county, in a short season, to make as much 
cotton per acre as can -be produced in the 
county of Worth, where the conditions as to 
length of season, ete., are especially favorable 
to the plant. 

The farmers of Georgia committed no error 
when a few years ago they purchased and 
used $8,000,000 worth of commercial fertilis- 
ers per annum. They obtained fairly good re- 
turns for the expenditure made. The mis- 
take chargeable against them is that they 
did not give any particular attention to the 
constituent elements of the fertilizers used or 
to the quantity applied to the Jand per acre. 
It is true that the cotton plant is the one 
crop to which these fertilizers were given. The 
rule was to apply about |00 pounds to an 
acre, when 300 to 400 pounds would have 
given infinitely better results. 

Just any fertilizer will not answer for any 
crop. The suggestion is that there is a deal of 
economy in the use of special fertilizers. For 
example, an application of one to one and a 
quarter tons of a special vegetable fertilizer 
to an acre produced 600 bushels of marketable 
onions. In another instance, one and one- 
half tons of special vegetable fertilizer on 
one acre produced 1,082 bushels of mar- 
ketable onions, which sold for 75 cents @ 
bushel. The fertilizer cost $60. Still an- 
other: One ton of a special fertilizer for corn 
was applied to each of three acres of run-out 
grass land. The yield in shelled corn was 
seventy-three bushels per acre. 

It has been definitely settled 
lighter, upland soil commercial fertilizers are 
preferable to barn yard manure. With level 
culture and a liberal use of such fertilizers the 
most satisfactory results can be obtained, 

How few farmers in Georgia would be wil- 
ling, in preparing for @ crop of sweet pota- 
toes, to apply to an acre or to each acre 
ten tons of barnyard manure, or three-quar- 
ters of a ton of a special fertilizer—the lat- 
ter would give about the same result as the 
former—in order to make a crop far above the 
average? 

It is not my purpose in the slightest manner 
to disparage the course pursued by our far- 
mers in this important matter, or to criticise 
the policy to which, for reasons satisfactory 
to themselves, they have so long adhered. The 
object which I have in view is to center public 
attention on the necessity for change from the 
unprofitable policy of ah extended acreage, with 
a seanty application of fertilizers, to 4 smaller 
acreage with an open-hand application of fer- 
tilizer especially adapted to the crop to be 
grawn. I would go a step further in advocacy 
of a liberal use of commercial fertilizers with 
corn, wheat and~ oats, potatoes and forage 
crops.

OF TODAY, AND OTHERS 
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Yesterday morning, when I dropped into 
the office of Colonel John C. Hendrix, I 
found the Hon. William L. Scruggs there. 

Colonel Scruggs knows more about the 
present Chinese situation than any other 
Atlantian, but he did not care to be in- 
terviewed on the subject. He was our 
consul at Canton, China, for four years, 
but the greater part of his diplomatic 
career was in South America. : 


The colonel thinks very highly of some 
phases of the Chinese civilization, and 
he can tell more about the boxers than 
any other living man. 

I asked him once if the Chinese ate 
dogs and cats, and he replied in the most 
positive tefms that they did not. 

Over there it seems that there are ani- 
mals almost corresponding to our dogs 
and cats, but entirely different. They 
are considered good articles of food, and 
have been so ccnsidered for centuries. 


Even the Americans there eat these 
animals, because thy are neither dogs nor 
cats. Thy are really a proper part of the 
game of the country. 

China is a favorite missionary ground 
now, for the reason that every dollar of 
our money counts for $2 over there. 

For instance, we send a missionary or 
a representative to China for a salary of 
$1,800 a year. When he gets over there 
the purchasing power amounts to $3,000, 
and he lives in fine style. 

Things are still better in Japan. There 
are provinces in that country where 4 
man can build a nice summer house for 
a dollar and a half, and where the yearly 
income needed for his support is only a 
matter of a few dollars. 


Our talk drifted ou to other matters, 
and some of my recent articles were dis- 


cussed, 

These two gentlemen, Colonel Hendrix 
and Colonel Scruggs, confirm my old 
opinion that the historic muse is the big- 
gest liar in the whole sét. 

They were present during some of the 
historic debates in congress, just after 
the war, and they tell me now in their 
calmest and most considerate way that 
the accounts we read were entirely wrong. 


‘You remember,” Bid one of these gen- 
tlemen, “‘that you read of the crushing 
defeat of Mr. Blank, of Georgia, in the 
house. and of Senator Blank, of South 
Carolina in the senate.” 

‘That is my 1recollection,”’ I replied. 

‘Well, I was there,’’ said Colonel Hen- 
drix, “and our friend from Georgia hung 
his head. He was utterly crushed.” 
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“That is true.”” said Colonel Scruggs, 
“yt heard that debate.” 


“Well,” remarked one of the two talk- 
ers. “why don’t you ever show up this 
side of history?” 

Their question bothered me somewhat, 
and the more I thought of it the more it 
worried me. 

My thoughts ran back many years, and 
it struck me that. Scruggs and Hendris 
were right—at least they were as much 
in the right as I was, from my point of 
view. 

These two gentlemen were intimately 
acquainted with our leading statesmen af- 
ter the war, and visited them in Wash- 


ington. 

“Why not show up both 
our history?” repeated one of them. 

“T can’t do it and won't do it.” was 
my reply. “People don’t want history— 
they want stories on their side of the 
question.”’

Then we teft comparatively modern 
matters and these two intelligent repub- 
licans told me how Wehster crushed, 
smashed and pulverized Calhoun. 

There is something in that. Webster 
was the one man of a century, and he at- 
tracted as much attention in Europe as 
ho did here. He was a man of such mas- 
sive and commanding tntellect that there 
was never the slightest sectional objec- 
tion to him, and in the remotest parts of 
the south in those days “Mr. Webster’ 
was alwavs mentioned with the greatest 
respect. There was no nickname—no dis- 
respectful adjective. It was always “Mr. 
Webster.”’ 


Rut my two friends should have men- 
tioned the statesmen of our side. Did 
any American public man excel Calhoun 
in purity and ability? Was Davis ever at- 
tacked in any way? Did not Cobb, Ste- 
phens and Toombs in the old congress 
make an international reputation?

Never mind about the incidents of the 
debates mentioned by* my friends. They 
might have been accidental. They might 
have been misconstrued by partisans. 

All the same, I know that Cobb, Toombs, 
Hill, Stephens, Young, Benjamin, Pick- 
ens, Wise, Wigfall, Reagan, Foote, Soule 
and a dozen others have not been maich- 
ed in the statesmanship of our time, and 
will not be in more than one generation 
from now. 

“Rut.” my friends say, “why not give 
both sides?” 

My answer is this: History has only one 
side and that is the Way cert#n men 
agree to put it. That is the end of it. 
The minority can do nothing about it.

T0 BE DISCUSSED 
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Council Will Take Steps To Put 
an End to Fights 
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CAUCUS THIS AFTERNOOK 


Step Is Result of Speech of Alder- 
man Mayson Monday 


COUNCIL 1S TIRED OF WRANGLING 


Believed That City’s Policy in Regard 
to the Two Companies Will Be 
Outlined at Caucus—Mayor 
Pro Tem. Mayson 
Talks. 


If the object of a caucus of the mem- 
bers of council which is to be held this 
afternoon js accomplished there wil] be no 
more tights before that body by the two 
rival street railway companies. 

The caucus of council, which {s to be 
held in council chamber this afternoon 
at 3 o'clock, is the outcome of a speech 
made by Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson at the 
last meeting in which he galled on the 
members of council to stop taking sides 
in the contentions of the two concerns, 
declaring that council had matters of 
greater Importance to attend to and 
should rise above any rivalry that might 
exist between the two interests. 

Alderman Mayson’s speech made a fa- 
vorable impression on the counct] mem- 
bers who heard it and has been the sub- 
ject of considerable comment throughout 
the city. The matter has been fully dis- 
cussed by council members and the indi- 
cations are that there wil] be a large at- 
tendance at the meeting this afternoon. 
That a number of counci] members are 
tired of the street railway fights that 
have been brought before council and 
fought out in that body is certain and Mr. 
Mayson's suggestion that it be brought to 
@ close met with no little indorsement. 

The outcome of the méeting this after- 
noon is difficult to forecast. There may 
be some disagreement on the plan which 
Mr. Mayson proposed and if qa sufficient 
number of members are satisfied with the 
present situation no action will be taken. 
If no agreement can be reached ag to 
what the city should do for each company 
and as to what the companies should do, 
then no action will be taken. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday Al- 
derman Mayson said the idea of the cau- 
cus was ¢o0 get the councilmen tagether 
where they could discuss the matter of 
the two street railway interests alone and 
undisturbed and, if possible, reach some 
agreement whereby the continual wrang- 
ling before council would be brought to a 
speedy close. 

“The contentions of these two com- 
panies,’ he said, ‘‘have occupied a greater 
portion of council’s time auring the past 
year and in my opinion we should reacn 
some understanding of exactly what we 
will give each company. Under this ar- 
Tangement each will know just what to 
expect and there will be no necessity for 
fighis.’’ 

At the caucus this afternoon Alderman 
Mayson wiil make a’talk on the line of 
the one which caused such a favorable 
impression at the last session of that 
body and it is understood that a number 
of memberg of council-will make talks 
indorsing tbe plan as proposed by the 
mayor pro tem. 

Altogether it seems likely that council 
Will reach some understanding whereby 
the opposition of one corporation to the

STATE SECRETARIES 
AGREE UPON PLAN 


Baptist Co-operation Committee Has 
Charge of Fund Movement. 


DECISION MADE YESTERDAY 


Two Entire Days Consumed in Ses- 
sions Considering Matter. 


NUMEROUS RESOLUTIONS WERE PROPOSED 


Agreement Was Reached Only After 
Considerable Discussion Among 
Representatives. 


After two entire days of convention the 
Baptist state secretaries and members of 
the committee on co-operation yesterday 
afternoon reached a decision in regard to 
the new century movement which was 
satisfactory to al] in attendance. The co- 
operation committee will now have charge 
of the work of the movement jooking to 
the raising of funds for mission and edu- 
cational work. 

At 9 o’clock yesterday morning the 
secretaries of the several Baptist state 
boards of the south assembled in the mis- 
sion room of the First Baptist church. 
An organization was perfected at once, 
Rev. S. V. Rowe, of Mississippi, being 
elected chairman, and Rev. L. D. Gieger, 
of Florida, being selected to serve as 
secretary. 

The meeting was called at the request 
of Rev. F. H. Kerfoot, who is chairman 
of the committee on co-operation of the 
Southern Baptist convention. Three mem- 
bers of that committee were present. 
They were Rev. A. M. Frost, of Nasn- 
ville, Tenn.; Rev. W. W. Landrum and 


Rev..1. Tt. Tichenor, of Atlanta. All of 
the southern states except four were 
represented by their atate secretaries. 


The states not represented were Virginia, 
South Carolina, Missouri and Kentucky. 
Dr. Kerfoot stated he desired an expres-~- 
sion of Opinion from state secretaries as 
to their relation to the twentieth century 
movement of the Southern Baptist con- 
yention. Rev. John E. White, of North 
Carolina, offered a series of resolutions 
warmly sympathetic to Dr. Kerfoots 
plans, which were that the co-operation 
committee should take charge of the 
work of the govement. These resolutions 
Caused ecousiueradle discussion. 

Rev. O. F. Gregory, of Maryland, then 
presented a resolution which was a sub- 
stitute for the White resolutions, This 
was approved of by Rev. 8S. Y. Jameson, 
of Georgia. A genera] discus#ion then 
followed, during which it seemed that it 
would be impossible for the state jeaders 
to get together on any plan. 


Harmony Committee Appointed. 


The first step toward harmonization and 
unity was brought about through a reso- 
lution offered by Rev. J. B. Gambrell, of 
Texas, Jooking to the appointment of a 
committee of three to retire, eonsult and 
agree upon some common ground between 
the extreme resolutions of Dr. White on 
the one hand and Dr. Grégory on the 
other. 

This committee wes appointed and was 
composed of Dr. Gambrell, of Texas; 
Rev. W. B. Crumpion, of Alabama, and 
Dr. Jameson, of Georgia. The members 
of the committee, pursuant to the resolu- 
tion calling for their appointment, re- 
tired and considered the matter at con- 
siderahle length. They finally reached a 
decision and reported back a series of 
three resolutions, which were passed 
unanimously. 

These resolutions were so worded as to 
imply the purpose of closest co-operation 
between the severa] state boards and the :

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STEEL AND LUMBER 
TO BE TURNED OVER 


An Important Decision Rendered by 
Judge Wm. T. Newman. 


WILL HELP THE SOUTH 


Affects Bankers, Manufacturers and 


Producers of Raw Material. 


WAREHOUSE RECEIPTS ARE‘ UPHELD 


Tons of Steel and One Million Feet 
of Lumber To Be Turned Over 
To Receipt Holders. 


One of the most tmportant decisions 
affecting producers, manufacturers and 
bankers in the southern states was hafd- 
ei down yesterday morning by Judge Wil- 
Ham T. Newman in the district court of 
the United States, recognizing the integ- 
rity of warehouse receipts. 

The questions involved were 
vention of the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Warehousing Company of New 
York in the matters of the southern agri- 
cultural works and the Georgia Handle 
Company, bankrupts. 

This warehousing company has done a 
large business throughout the southern 
states, and vast sums of money of hold- 
ers of cotton and other raw material have 
been borrowed upon its receipts. Through 
numberless cotton mills in this 
and other states were enabled in the be- 
ginning of the segson to lay in a supply 
of cotton at a very low price, and by the 
use of these receipts, at a low interest 
rate, they were enabled to carry it. When 
the southern agricultural works failed this 
warehousing company had on storage for 
that concern 458 tons of steel. Receipts 
had been issued on this steel and by the 
southern agricultural works hypothe- 
cated to Atlanta and eastern banks. 

In the case of the Georgia Handle Com- 
pany more than 1,000,000 feet of lumber 
had been stored with this warehousing 
company, and receipts issued on the same, 
the recejpts hypothecated largely in this 
instance to banks in Atlanta. 

Judge Newman's decision abso- 
lutely recognizing the validity of 
these receipts will undoubtedly give 
an impetus to this method of 
doing business, which will be a great and 
lasting benefit to the south; by its use, 
farmers, merchants and manufacturers 
can make of their raw material a collater- 
al which is of the best, and which will 
pass current in their own or eastern 
money markets. 


How the System Is Conducted. 


The system of dcing business by the 
company in question and which has been 
upheld by the judge is to lease a portion 
or all of the premises of the party desir- 
ing to have receipts issued. The owner 
makes application for a warrant which is 
based upon an inspection report made 
out by a regularly employed inspector and 
a receiving notice issued by a regularly 
employed custodian to take charge 
of the premises and _ the _ proper- 
ty for and in the name of the 
warehousing company. The property is 
marked and the boundaries of the stor- 
age yard or warehouse are shown by 
signs bearing the name of the company. 

The only point left undecided by Judge 
Newman is the equity which may be in- 
volved: over the amounts loaned on these 
receipts. ‘[t has been shown by the re- 
ports of the recciver of the southern agri- 
cultural works that all of the steel put 
on storage with this warehousing com- 
pany was there intact and in the case 
of the Georgia Handle Company, it had 
been shown that some 58,000 feet more of 
lumber than is called for by the receipts 
4s on the premises of the warehouse com- 
pany. 

The judge held that the notes held by 
the banks on this collateral must be satis- 
fied, but if the property brought more 
than the amount loaned that it should go 
to the credit of the bankrupt concern. 

This system: of warehousing which is 
familiarly known through the south as 
the ‘‘bonded warehouse system while 
in operation by the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Warehousing Company for 
more than ¢wo years, was called to the 
attention of the people of this state In a 
speech made by Major J. F. Hanson at 
the farmers’ convention at Quitman last 
August. 

Recently at the convention of the farm- 
ers and business men held in Macon, sev- 
eral talks were made upon the subject, 
and it was indorsed as a most useful and 
beneficial means of enabling southern cot- 
‘ton planters and manufacturers to hold 
their cotton so as to bring the best prices. 
All of the receipts of this company are 
guaranteed by a surety company, and 
bankers have declared that with this class 
of collateral that there will be no diffi- 
culty in procuring for farmers or manu- 
facturers sufficient money to hold their 
raw material until the market justifies 
its sale, 


Judge Newman’s Order. 


This decision of Judge Newmati 
Strenethens the hands of those who have 
been advocating this system and makes 
it absolutely certain that the system {is 
& legal one and that the validity of its 
receipts is unquestioned. Through the 
medium of this warehousing company, 
Vast sums of money were loaned by 
southern, eastern and western banks last 
year, and it is confidently asserted that 
this finding on the part of Judge Newman 
will give such stability to the business 
€S was needed to make all of the banks 
anxious to secure collateral of this char- 
acter, 

Representing the receivers in the south- 
€rn agricultural works case were Hoke 
Smith and H. C. Peeples and Gray, Brown 
& Randolph. Representing the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Warehousing Com- 
Pany were Felder & Rountree and King 
& Spalding. The order as passed by the 
judge in the case of the southern agri- 
Cultural works is as follows: 

This case came on to be heard upon the 
Pleadings and affidavits, upon the question of 
Whether cr not the receiver or the intervenor 
Was entitled to the present possession of the 
Steel described tn the intervention, and to the 
leased premises mentioned therein, other than 
Such steel as may have been placed thereon, 
On and after the [8th day of April, 1900; 
and after considering the same, and hearing 
aigument of counsel, it is considered, ordered 
@nd decreed by the court as follows: 

1. That, petitioner, the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Warehouse Company, was in 
beisession of the premises described in said 
intervention and of the steel in controversy, 
hereinbefore recited, at the time of the filing

Order Applies in Other Case. 

The same order will apply in the case 
of the Georgia Handie Company with the 
exception that the receivers are given 
ten days to receive bids on the lumber, 
and if more than the amount is bid than 
is called for by the notes secured by the 
warehousing company receipts outstand- 
ing, the equity will doubtless be awarded 
to the bankrupt concern. 

Major John 8. Cohen, the general south- 
ern agent of the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Warehousing Company, stated 
last night to a Constitution reporter that
